Eamonn Murphy, who 
runs the Tadcaster Albion 
Under-15s team Joe 
played for, said: “It’s just 
awful.” 

The tragedy was being 
investigated last night.

But it added that, “on the balance of 
probabilities”, it believed the infection 
was brought into the Essex centre by one 
of the mesias. 

The virus was then transmitted among 
the birds and may have killed as many as 
53 of the 101 mesias. 

But it did not appear to have been 
passed on to any other species at the cen- 
tre, according to the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs. 

The Essex quarantine centre sparked 
controversy after it was revealed that one 
of its staff, Howard Savage, 55, also hada 
job at a nearby hospital. 

Experts fear the bird flu virus could 
mutate and become highly infectious 
among humans.
